The peach crop in this county 
is turned out to be something en- 
mous and from $1 a bushel at the 
beginning of the season, the price 
has declined until the market is 
thoroughly glutted with peaches of 
all kinds and of the finest quality. 
Many larmers being unable to sell 
from wagons have had to haul them 
back heme to feed to their hogs. 
They have in some instances failed 
to bring offers of more than 15 
cents a bushel. With fruit so 
plentiful, it is almost impossible to 
sell any but the best peaches. 
These bring from 25 cents to 40 
cents a bushel. 

In point of quality it is the uni- 
versal opinion that the "Hopkius- 
ville" peach stands at the very top. 

not so large as usual this year 
on account of the heavy crop on the 
trees and the drouth in the growing 
season, but the .quality and flavor 
are excellent. The Hopkiosville 
peach when at its best is as large 
as a man's list. It has a red blush 
on one side and sometimes all over. 
The flesh is white and "mealy" but 
red at the seed. In shape it is ob- 
long with a long "teat" on the end, 
that is its most distinctive feature. 
The Hopkinsville peacb has been 
known and raised here, coming 
true from the seed, for more than 
fifty years. It can now be obtainep 
from most of the nurseries, having 
been first put on the market many 
years ago by Downer Bros, of Todd 
county. Hut the peach did not 
originate here, and nobody knows 
where it did originate. About 1850 
a stranger came to Hopkinsville 
and put up at the "tavern" that 
used to stand opposite the court 
house. In these days he would be 
called a drummer, but half a cen- 
tury ago he was a "traveler." 
While stopping at the tavern he 
told about a wonderful peach be had 
found at one of his stopping places, 
that in flavor surpassed any peach 
he had ever eaten. He said the 
fruit so impressed him that he had ' 
saved a lot of seed and had them in 
his grip. He got out a handful and i 
gave them to Mr. John S. Bryan, | I 1 
who was the clerk in the tavern. 
Mr. Bryan divided them with the 
late Major John Stites. li>>th raised 
several trees and toon the fame of 
the new peach got abroad in the 
land. Mr. Bryan named it the Hop- 
kinsville peach aud the name has 
stuck to it. It is sold under this 
name by the nurseries and is prop- 
ogated everywhere by planting 
the seed. This delighttul peach is 
now on the market. Don't fail to 
try it and don't neglect to plant the 
seeds.

of a Perfect Nutriment. 

German papers, aeeording to a con- 
sular report, speak of an annual plant 
growing in tropieal Africa, belonging 
to the leguminous class, which 
largely cultivated by the negroes 1 
food article. It has also been int 
duced to some extent in southern Asia 
and in Brazil.

The French expert chemist of ali- 
ments has recently analyzed the fruit 
of the woandsu with reference to ita 
chemical composition and its value aa 
food. The fruit, like the peanut, ma- 
tures underground. The eatable ker- 
nel has the shape of an egg, and 
dark red, with black atripes and a 
white hilum, like most beans. It fur- 
nishes a very white flour, whose flavor 
after cooking much resembles that ol 
chestnuts. The chemical com] 
tion is 58 per cent, of starchy- 
stance, 1!) per cent, nitrogenous, ten 
per cent, water, six per cent, oily, four 
per cent, cellulose substance and 
three pet cent, ashes. Itwillbe; 
that two pounds of these beans would 
supply the daily requirements of the 
human system. 

M. Balland, who has had wide ex- 
perience in the chemistry of nutri- 
ments, calls this fruit the first one 
found by him in a natural state which 
shows all the chmical properties of a 
perfect, nutriment.

!\ years. It is, besides, impossible t 
give it up, no matter what may hap 
pen, until theleaaehas expired. Th 
tenant has the privilege, however, of 
subletting the house if he i.- lueky 
enough to find a tenant. 

The London leases have m 
tricky little clauses which would 
be tolerated by Americans. The 1 
ant is bound to keep the house Inst 
and to pay the premium*. 

He must pay the taxes, the wi 
rate, keep the drains in order, pi 
the entire house inside and out 0 
every three years, and must put it in 
perfect condition to the -atisfaction 
of the agent at the end of the term be- 
fore moving out. 

Putting the house in order is usual- 
ly an important item. After an occu- 
pation of seven years a property is sure 
to depreciate more or less. It is not 
unusual for a tenant to spend thou- 
sands of dollar- in n pairs when em the 
point of leaving. 

Most London houses arefarbehind 
those of New York in point of 
venience. Many el' the expensive 
houses are without bathrooms or ade- 
quata plumbing or I lie apparatus for 
providing hot and cold water. If a 
tenant wants any of these things hi 
must, of course, put them in at his own 
expense. 

It is the same with the appliances 
for heating. Most London houses 
have no system of heating whatever 
beyond the open grates in the rooms. 
Tin -e must be kept in order, of course, 
by the tenant. 

English houses are, moreover, serv- 
ant-killers. In New York it would li 
impossible to get servants to put up 
ith such inconveniences at any price.
